A 10-month-old San Anselmo 
girl died at 10:25 p.m. yester­ 
day, 12 hours after she was se­ 
verely burned in a fire which 
virtually destroyed her family’s 
home. 
San Anselmo police were in­ 
vestigating the cause of the 
blaze today. 
The fire victim was Darlene 
M. Reed, infant daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. James Reed of 88 Elm 
Avenue. She died at Marin Gen­ 
eral Hospital.

Rabid Skunk 
Dies In Pool; 


Puppy Exposed 


Another rabid skunk, the 20th 
rabid animal reported in Marin 
County this year, was found in 
a San Rafael swimming pool 
Sunday, the Marin C o u n t y 
Health Department reported to­ 
day. 
A visiting dog, in San Rafael 
with its owners Saturday night, 
was sprayed by a skunk in the 
yard of the Steven Kennedy 
home at 231 Point San Pedro 
Road. 


TESTS MADE 
The next morning, the dead 
skunk was found in the pool. 
Tests at the health department's 
laboratory were completed yes­ 
terday. 
Health Officer Dr. Carolyn 
Albrecht said this was the 18th 
rabid skunk found in the county 
so far this year. In addition 
there have been a rabid bat and 
a rabid badger. 
Although little is known about 
the dilution properties of the 
rabies virus in water, Dr. Al­ 
brecht has recommended that 
the Kennedys drain their pool 
and give it a good cleaning 
This the Kennedys have heartily 
agreed to do. 


DOG PERILED 
Dr. Albrecht said the San 
Francisco* Health Department 
has been notified of the chance 
that the visiting dog had contact 
with the rabid skunk. State law 
required that the dog, if it has 
not had rabies shots, either be 
quarantined for six months or 
killed. 
The dog was a five-month-old 
German shepherd. Dr. Albrecht 
said. She did not know if it had 
been vaccinated. 
The Kennedys have two dogs, 
both of which were recently vac­ 
cinated. From the scents evident 
Saturday night, it was evident 
that the visiting dog was the 
one that came closest to the 
skunk.

Marin County Coroner Frank 
J. Keaton conferred today with 
police and firemen, and ques­ 
tioned Mrs. Reed and other chil­ 
dren who were in the house but 
escaped without injury. 
Mrs. Reed reportedly told of­ 
ficers she was cooking in the 
kitchen when she saw flames on 
a living room wall, but was un­ 
able to recall exactly where the 
fire began. 


ONE REPORT 
Keaton said there were “ con­ 
flicting stories” on the fire's 
origin. He said one child had 
reported he was playing with 
matches in the house, but the 
mother denied this and said she 
felt the wiring was unsafe. 
“ We haven’t ruled out any­ 
thing yet,” Keaton said, adding 
that former tenants and owners 
of the property were yet to be 
questioned. 
He said the results of the in­ 
vestigation will be given to the 
district attorney’s office, 
“ if 
only for the record.” 
“ It is going to take a lot of 
leg work to come up with a 
realistic answer,” he said, “ and 
even then, we may not be able 
to do so because of the condi 
tion of the house.” 
The family, including five sur 
viving children, moved tempor 
arily into several homes in the 
area, including the one-room 
apartment of Mrs. Reed’s moth­ 
er, Mrs. Levonia Brown of 480 
Magnolia Avenue, Larkspur.

Creek Survey 


The Novato City Coutril laat 
night asked the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors to request 
Congress to appropriate $75,000 
for a flood control study of No­ 
vato Creek. 
City and county officials met 
Monday with Lt. Col. Robert H. 
Allen, district engineer erf the 
Army Corps of Engineers San 
Francisco office. Allen reported 
that in ihe flood control act of 
1941, a study of Novato Creek 
and tributaries was authorized, 
hut no funds were appropriated 
Then $4,700 was allocated and 
the study assigned to the San 
Francisco office in 1949. Work 
was stopped in 1951 during the 
Korean conflimt and has never 
been resumed. 
Public W?orks Director I^aw- 
renee A. Coleman told the coun­ 
cil that no appropriation could j 
be made by Congress without a 
specific request. The council’s 
request was directed to the 
hoard of supervisors in its ca­ 
pacity as governing board of 
the Marin County Flood Control 
District. 
The council authorized City 
Administrator J. Julien Baget to 
draw up a contract with Gordon 
Phillips. San Rafael architect, 
to design the first phase of reno­ 
vation of the Community House, 
estimated to cost $15,302. 
Prior to last April's city coun 
cil election, the council engaged 
Phillips as architect for a com­ 
plete renovation of the building, 
estimated to cost $50,000. But 
the contract was never signed. 
Phillips made a survey of the 
building, submitted some pre­ 
liminary material, and has been 
paid $1,406 toward what was to 
have been a 10 per cent architec­ 
tural fee—all without a contract. 
The parks and recreation com­ 
mission has recommended an 
immediate start on the first 
phase renovation, for which $18,- 
000 was included in the current , 
year's budget. 
The council also authorized 
Baget to recruit for a new parks 
and recreation director to re­ 
place Edmund G. Mahany, who 
has turned in his resignation ef­ 
fective Dec. 31. The salary was 
set at $675 to $C20 per month.

Concrete Plant 


Barred From 


Bel Marin

SAN FRANCISCO (CPB-The 
Pacific Gas and Electric Com­ 
pany said today it “could make 
no comment” on conflicting re­ 
ports issued by the Atomic 
Energy Commission about the 
company’s plan to build a nu­ 
clear power station at Bodega 
Head. 


A spokesman for the big util­ 
ity said Its engineers are “study­ 
ing the various technical details 
of the reports and we could 
make no comment until these 
studies are concluded.” 


The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion yesterday issued the re­ 
ports. One, by the AEC’s advis­ 
ory committee on reactor safe­ 
guards, said there was “reason­ 
able assurance” that the pro­ 
posed reactor could be built and 
operated safely. But the other, 
by the AECs regulatory staff, 
said there were enough uncer­ 
tainties “to create a situation 
in which the assurance can no 
longer be said to be reason­ 
able.”

and gingerale. It mellows as it stands, so plan to 
make it up early in the day chill it well, and then 
fit the punch bowl into the hollowed out pumpkin 
just before serving time. 


Ever think back to the many 
Halloween parties you attended 
as a child? The bobbling for 
apples, the ice cold cider so 
welcome after the traditional 
scavenger hunt. Fun, wasn’t it? 
Probably you’ve planned many 
auch parties for your children, 
but have you ever thought of 
giving a Halloween get-together 
for your own friends. It’s a day 
with universal appeal, and will 
undoubtedly bring requests like 
“ let’s do it again next year.” 
The preparations need not be 
elaborate. 
Traditional decora­ 
tions that can double at the chil­ 
dren’s party, tasty tidbits, a re­ 
freshing beverage, and friendly 
informality are the main ingre­ 
dients. 
Start off the evening by serv 
!ng a mellow and refreshing 
punch that features an interest 
ing flavor twist. A combination 
of fruit juices makes up the 
base, then California Muscatel 
wine is added along with a bit 
of honey to sweeten and flavor 
the mixture. 
This punch is actually best 
when it is mixed early in the 
day, then stored in the refriger­ 
ator. The setting time allows all 
the flavors to blend and mellow. 
When you are ready to serve, 
just add gingerale and ice. For 
less dilution of punch a large 
piece of ice would be best. 
The recipe makes 35 servings 
of about three ounces each—the 
capacity of most punch cups. 
However, don’t be misled into 
thinking that this recipe serves 
35 persons. That would be frugal 
hospitality indeed. Caterers who 
specialize 
in 
serving 
groups 
usually plan for two to three 
servings per person, depending 
on the length of the party. So, 
if your invited guest list is larger 
than 12, you’ll want to increase 
this recipe. 
For easy beverage arithmetic, 
each bottle of wine (the usual 
4/5-quart size) holds 25 ounces, 
or about 3Vfe cups. You’ll find it 


more economical as well as 
easier measuring to buy wine 
for a large party in half gallon 
or gallon jugs. The quality is the 
same, and the container is just 
a little more convenient. 
MELLOW MUSCATEL PUNCH 
(Makes about 35 (3-oz.) servings) 
Va cup honey 
Mb cup boiling water 
2 (6-oz.) 
cans frozen orange 
juice concentrate 
Vi (6-oz.) can frozen lemonade 
concentrate 
1 cup pineapple juice 
1 (4 5-qt.) bottle California 
Muscatel 
2 quarts gingerale. well chilled 
2 to 3 trays ice cubes 
Stir honey into boiling water 
until blended. Cool. In a large 
mixing bowl or container, mix 
together the cool honey syrup, 
orange juice and lemonade con­ 
centrates, pineapple juice and 
Muscatel. Refrigerate until serv­ 
ing time. To serve, blend punch 
base with gingerale and ice cubes 
in punch bowl. 
From time immemorial, pea­ 
nuts and peanut butter have 
been featured mainstays of Hal­ 
loween fun. This year prepare a 
delightful peanut butter-bacon 
mixture flavored with Muscatel 
and curry powder for a hot and 
savory canape.

When George Murphy first indicat­ 
ed his interest in seeking the GOP 
nomination for U.S. Senate, we must 
confess we were not impressed. 
We must admit we had him pegged 
as a Hollywood song-and-dance man 
who had dabbled in politics just for 
kicks but really didn’t know what it 
was all about. 
Now we find we must eat a bit of 
crow on that score. Murphy is not 
without his human frailties (like all 
the rest of us), but he does know what 
it’s all about to a far greater degree 
than we at first gave him credit for. 
He has a little known background 
as a coal miner and Wall Street mes­ 
senger to balance off the song-and- 
dance experience. 
He has been a successful motion pic­ 
ture executive—which is quite another 
thing from being just a performer. 
George Murphy, we find, deserves 
to be taken seriously. 
How about Pierre Salinger? 
His campaigning has been a bit 
disappointing. 
He seems long on stressing his con­ 
nections with the Kennedy and John­ 
son administrations, but he has dis­ 
played a seeming shortage of answers 
for some of our state’s more pressing 
problems. 
What does California do for farm 
labor when the full effect of the end 


of the “ bracero” program makes itself 
felt? 
Murphy recommends that, at the 
very least, the bracero program should 
be extended one more year. Salinger 
acknowledges the problem but offers 
no solution. 
Salinger has acknowledged, too, our 
state’s problem in unemployment as 
the result of defense contract cut­ 
backs. But he hasn’t announced any 
plans for any aggressive effort to do 
anything about it. 
Murphy has said he would try to 
win for California some of the 50 per 
cent increase in defense contracts that 
went to Texas and some of the 14 per 
cent increase in defense contracts 
that went to Massachusetts. 
Salinger has a kind of an albatross 
around his neck, too, in his two votes 
unfavorable to expanded investigation 
of the Bobby Baker case. 
As the Sacramento Union put it 
some days ago, “Compared with Sal­ 
inger’s ability to make a smart crack 
response, Murphy’s straight attack on 
problems is to be preferred.” 
And we’ll not dwell on the circum­ 
stances which enabled Salinger to be­ 
come a candidate and then enjoy the 
added advantage of technically being 
the incumbent. 
We’ll just conclude by recommend­ 
ing a vote for Murphy.

AFFAIRS OF STATE 
Plan To Tax Your Grocery List 
Lurks In Sacramento's Halls 


By EDWIN S. CAPPS 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) - Be­ 
tween now and the end of next 
June, when the 1965 legislature 
adjourns, the woods will be full 
of tax plans. 


ALL INDICATIONS are that 
a sizable amount of new reve­ 
nue will be needed to keep up 
with increased costs of public 
education and to get the state 
back onto at least a partial 
pay - as - you - go plan for con­ 
struction of state facilities and 
schools. 
The object next year will be 
to find the tax sources that 
produce the most money by 
hurting the fewest people. 
There’s a comprehensive tax 
plan now making the rounds in 
Sacramento that would meet 
the revenue needs adequately. 
It goes like this: 


THE STATE’S 3 per cent 
sales tax would be increased 
to 3.5 per cent, with the city- 


eounty local sales tax remain­ 
ing at 1 per cent. The new total 
would be 4.5 per cent and 
would produce another 173 mil­ 
lion dollars in taxes. 
Present sales tax exemptions 
would be lifted from food, for 
a total tax increase of 178 mil­ 
lion dollars. 
A sales or use tax would be 
applied to all utility bills, such 
as gas, electricity, telephones 
and water, rounding up an­ 
other 110 million dollars. The 
present 3-cent-a-package cig­ 
arette tax would be doubled, 
producing 72 million dollars in 
new revenue. 
The tax on beer would be 
doubled, producing 11 million 
dollars, and night harness rac­ 
ing would be legalized. The lat­ 
ter venture is expected to bring 
in 39 million dollars a year. 


THE LAST PART of the plan 
would be the state’s taking all 
breakage from horse race 
tracks.

that’s left over when the com­ 
putation of the pay-off of bets 
in the parimutuel pool does not 
come out to an even cents. If 
the computation shows the 
holders of winning t i c k e t s 
should be paid $4.49 for $2, 
they are paid $4.40 and the 9 
cents goes into breakage. 
At present, breakage is split 
between the state and the 
tracks. If the state took all 
the breakage, this could amount 
to an increase of some 29 mil­ 
lion dollars a year. 
As pointed out, this is an am­ 
bitious and comprehensive pro­ 
gram. It would bring in more 
than 600 million dollars a year 
—enough to handle budget in­ 
creases and pay-as-you-go con­ 
struction in one fell swoop. 


BUT IT ’S A LONG WAY 
from being adopted in just this 
form. It’s a safe bet that or­ 
ganized labor will scream at 
just about every feature of this 
tax plan. Labor always has 
balked at any new or higher 
taxes that apply to the wage 
earner, much preferring high­ 
er taxes on business. 
So the increase in sales tax, 
the extension of sales tax to 
food, the higher beer and cig­ 
arette taxes will produce some 
shock waves in the ranks of 
the labor lobbyists. 
City and county governments 
may be expected to show less 
than enthusiasm for the in­ 
crease in the state’s portion of 
the sales tax, with none for 
the local areas. The utilities 
are certain to be unhappy with 
the proposed tax on their bills 
to consumers. 
This is not to mention the 
opposition that will come from 
the race tracks and the brew­ 
ers. 


T H E P R O G R A M , as out­ 
lined, is not Governor Brown’s, 
but it is one that likely will 
be put before the legislature 
one way or another. Brown’s 
team has indicated it will try 
again on the withholding tax 
but would be reluctant to in­ 
crease the sales tax.

STEVENSON STALLING 
Is Stevenson Stalling 
Russ-U.S. Showdown?

WASHINGTON - Ambassa­ 
dor Adlai Stevenson is throw­ 
ing his influence behind a move 
to still further delay the next 
meeting of the UN General As­ 
sembly. 


DIRECT EFFEC T of such a 
postponement would be to take 
the new Kremlin rulers off the 
hook on a showdown on the 
long-pending issue of Russia’s 
defiant refusal to pay some 50 
million dollars in UN assess­ 
ments. 
Under a World Court ruling, 
the General Assembly has au­ 
thority to withdraw the vote 
from a nation in arrears two 
or more years on such obliga­ 
tions. 
The new plan, under which 
the convening of the General 
Assembly would be stalled un­ 
til after the New Year, is being 
c o n c o c t e d backstage by a 
group of Afro-Asian countries 
under the covert leadership of 
PFesident Gamal Nasser. While 
outwardly professing to be 
“ non-aligned,” Nasser has long 
played lackey to the Kremlin. 
Originally, the General As­ 
sembly session was set for Sep­ 
tember 15. Later, this was 
changed to November 10 be­ 
cause of the British and U.S. 
elections. 
Officially, the Johnson ad­ 
ministration has repeatedly as­ 
serted determination to press 
promptly and vigorously for a 
General Assembly ballot on the

$50 million Russia owes in as­ 
sessments. The Reds’ recalci­ 
trant default has brought the 
United Nations to the verge of 
insolvency. 
President Lyndon Johnson, 
who will make the final deci­ 
sion, is portrayed as “ of a di­ 
vided mind.” 
Ambassador Stevenson h as 
conferred several times with 
the President by phone. 
In these discussions, Steven­ 
son has stressed two conten­ 
tions: (1) The new Kremlin 
rulers should be given time to 
re-examine the 50 million dol­ 
lar a r r e a r s controversy on 
which Khrushchev was adam­ 
ant; (2) it is uncertain whether 
the U.S. can muster the votes 
to suspend the Soviet’s voting 
rights. 
This doubt raises still an­ 
other crucial but so-far unde­ 
cided question — whether such 
a denial requires merely a ma­ 
jority or a two-thirds ballot. 


IN SID E CRITICS of Steven­ 
son also complain that he is 
balking at resorting to blunt 
warning of cutting off U.S. mil­ 
itary and economic aid to line 
up votes. He is said to be ar­ 
guing “ this would be impolitic 
and unwise.” 
Red China is displaying no 
such squeamishness. 
To o b t a i n support for Pe­ 
king’s admittance to the UN, 
Afro-Asian and other countries 
are getting explicit offers of 
economic and military aid. Just 
how the Chinese would supply 
that is a mystery as they al­ 
ready are in considerable de­ 
fault on such commitments. 
Privately, one White House 
staff member is sharply criti­ 
cal of Stevenson’s position. 


“ EV ER Y TIM E we catch the 
Russians in a dilemma,” he 
said, “ Adlai’s solution almost 
invariably is some kind of a 
concession. If he isn’t for pull­ 
ing back our missiles, he is 
proposing a plan to let them off 
the hook.” 
The new Kremlin rulers are 
in full agreement with deposed 
Premier Khrushchev on o n e 
foreign policy ploy — a “ mas­ 
sive summit conference’’ at the 
next session of the UN General 
Assembly. 
They have let that be known 
to UN Secretary General U 
Thant — who heartily favored 
Khrushchev’s scheme.

You Can Inform Some Of The 


Public Some Of The Time, But... 


AT ONE TIME or another 
everyone 
experiences 
“deja 
vu," the illusion of living 
through a situation for the sec­ 
ond time. 
Newspaper reporters some­ 
times get the feeling they have 
more than their share of It, 
though. 
Particularly at the 
meetings of city councils and 
other public bodies. 
It is uncanny the way the 
same old themes seem to 
creep up in these meetings, 
tempting the w eary news 
scribe to tip-toe out, whistling, 
“ This is where I came in," or 
“ Same song—«3rd verse.” 
One example concerns a 
topic which popped up at meet­ 
ings of two different city coun­ 
cils in recent weeks. 
In each case, the council 
was talking about matters af­ 
fecting a large share of the 
population. Also, in each case, 
there were very few people 
who seemed concerned. At that 
point, each time, someone got 
up and said something like 
this: 


“ WHY DONT YOU do more 
to see that people are notified 
about these things?" 
There was one more simi­ 
larity between the two situa­ 
tions. Each set of couneilmen 
clasped their heads and got 
that “oh. my soul and body” 
look which one sees so often 
in the last panel of comic 
strips. 
We couldn’t blame them. As 
one cog in the vast machinery 
which is supposed to help the 
citizenry get “notified" about 
what its elected representa­ 
tives are doing, we probably 
got the same look on our face, 
too. 
That word, 
“notification,” 
all by itself, is enough to set 
most public officials into a 
tizzy. It hounds them day in 
and day out. 
But questions such as the 


ones by the gentlemen in those 
two council meetings are not 
far removed from those which 
cause newspaper editors to 
start tearing their hair as well. 
The city fatheri can tell you 
that it doesn’t matter how 
much time they spend placing 
legal advertisements, sending 
out postcards to citizens in­ 
volved, or hounding the local 
editor for prominent stories. 
Some guy will always come 
along and say, "This affects 
me vitally, and I knew nothing 
about it. 
Why wasn't I in­ 
formed?” 
LIKEWISE, most newspaper­ 
men feel a strong obligation 
to inform the people of what is 
going on in government, and 
to encourage greater partici­ 
pation by citizens. Yet they 
know they can print a lot of 
front-page stories and some­ 
one will still write in and say, 
“Why didn’t you print some­ 
thing about this in the paper?” 
One of the meetings men­ 
tioned here was of the San 
Rafael City Council. The topic 
was the city’s pending gen­ 
eral plan. City officials have 
worked hard to promote pub­ 
licity on it; the I-J has given 
it much space. But couneil­ 
men were told that many citi­ 
zens in parts of the city were 
not even aware of it. 
SOMEHOW, the police and 
lawmakers have been able to 
get across the principle that 
ignorance of the law is no ex­ 
cuse for violating it. 


OTHER PUBLIC servants, 
unfortunately, have had less 
success in promoting the idea 
that the individual in a de­ 
mocracy has a duty to inform 
himself, rather than expecting 
someone else to inform him at 
all times. 
As a Mill Valley councilman 
commented at the other meet­ 
ing, “You cannot legislate pub­ 
lic interest.” 


“We have a screening mom 
in the back where we show 
dirty movies every two hours. 
We want to alert the fathers 
of America to the terrible de­ 
generation that is going on in 
the United States. 
The re­ 
sponse has been heartwarm­ 
ing Ever since we started the 
screenings, there hasn’t been 
an empty seat In the house.” 
“What has been the reac­ 
tion?” 


“THE MAJORITY of them 
leave shocked that things like 
this could be happening in this 
country, ami many come back 
a second time because they 
can’t believe it.” 
“ What else do you don'* 
“ At luncheon every day we 
hold a fashion show at which 
we display the latest topless 
bathing suits which have been 
out on the market. 
“We want the fathers to 
know just exactly how far this 
nation has slipped, and, be­ 
lieve me, once they see the 
models in the topless bathing 
suits, they never forget it.’* 
“It must be terrible to see,** 
we said. 


“I’VE SEEN MEN so horri­ 
fied they have refused to eat 
their lunch." 
“What else have you done 
to show the deterioration in 
American morals?” 
"We have a reading room 
over there where we display 
the latest collection of sala­ 
cious bonks and magazines. 
Any indignant father can go 
in there and see the type of 
literature that is being ped­ 
dled around the country.” 
“The 
room 
seems 
very 
crowded,” we said. 


“ IT IS ONE of the most pop­ 
ular exhibits. Many fathers 
have requested permission to 
take the books home, but we’re 
afraid we'd have trouble get 
ting them back. Some of the 
stuff would make your hair 
stand on end.” 
Our guide took us out into 
the hall. “This is our souvenir 
counter where we sell photo­ 
graphs and slides of the differ­ 
ent burlesque queens. We’ve 
been urging fathers to show 
them at home and at smokers 
to illustrate what we re up 
against. We also sell twist rec­ 
ords and French postcards as 
part of our educational pro­ 
gram.” 


“ IT SEEMS TO BE doing 
quite well,” we commented. 
“You would be surprised 
how many alarmed fathers 
have offered to help in this 
great crusade.” 
Our guide took us upstairs. 
“This is our telephone center. 
We have father volunteers who 
tell anyone who calls in what 
to watch for on television or 
at their local theaters, and 
what books to read. This is 
one of the best ways of getting 
our story over to the American 
people.” 


“ I’M 
EMOTIONALLY im­ 
pressed with your great work,' 
we said. "When does the next 
movie go on?”

HEART FINESSE 
Declarer next tried the heart 
finesse, losing to the queen. The 
defenders then took a diamond 
trick, defeating the contract. 
South lost his contract be­ 
cause he didn’t see the value of 
dummy’s ten of clubs. 
After the opening lead South 
could make his contract against 
any defense even though the 
clubs and hearts were badly 
placed. 


REFUSE TRICK 
South should begin by play­ 
ing the jack of diamonds from 
dummy. East puts up the king, 
and South must refuse the first 
trick. The idea is to make sure 
that W’est can never regain the 
lead with a diamond. 
East returns a diamond at the 
second trick, and South takes 
the ace. Declarer ruffs a dia­ 
mond in dummy, draws two 
rounds of trumps and then leads 
a low club. 
If West plays low, declarer 
plays dummy’s 10 of clubs. East 
must win with the queen of 
clubs. If East then returns a 
club, dummy’s king will take 
a trick. 


RETURNS HEART 
If East, instead, returns a 
heart, dummy get a free finesse. 
And if East returns a diamond, 
dummy ruffs while South dis­ 
cards a losing club or heart. In 
short, any return gives declarer 
his contract. 
West cannot save his partner 
by putting up the jack of clubs 
when South leads the club. 
Declarer can then play dum­ 
my’s king. East wins with the 
ace, but dummy’s 10 will be­ 
come good if East continues 
clubs.

20. 1962. issued Executive Order 
11063 which provides that all 
federal agencies dealing with 
housing take all action neces­ 
sary to prevent discrimination 
because of race, color, creed or 
national origin in the disposition 
I of residential property. 
The Federal Urban Renewal 
Agency, implementing the or­ 
der, required each local agency 
“ to include in every deed to land 
it sells an affirmative non-dis- 
criminatior. covenant binding on 
the purchaser and all his suc­ 
cessors in interest.”

Davis was asked to sal­ 
vage the ship but said he was 
unable to, ami the corps did the 
job through the salvagers at a 
cost of $14.775.

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Ignacio-Loma Verde Annex

Hottest local issue in next 
Tuesday's general election in 
North Marin Is annexation of the 
Ignacio-Loma Verde area to the 
City of Novato.

It will be closely watched 
by the entire city of Novato, be­ 
cause it would add approximate-;

This annexation move started 
when the Loma Verde Home- j 
owners Assn. asked for a study 
of the feasibility of annexing 
to Novato. The city hired Wil­ 
liam R. Zion of Lafayette to 
make such a study. This was 
completed last April and pre­ 
sented to the homeowners’ asso­ 
ciation. 
In June, the Novato City Coun­ 


cil asked the Homeowners Assn. 
to submit annexation petitions 
with more than 2$ per cent of 
the 
registered 
voters. 
These 
were submitted. 
Mrs. Gordon Berg of 218 Calle 
de la Selva headed a committee 
to oppose the annexation. After 
several names were given to 
the group, it was called the 
Committee to Continue County 
Services. 
"We did not set out to organ­ 
ize as an anti-annexation com­ 
m ittee/’ Mrs. Berg said. She 
said she did not feel the time 
was ripe to annex to Novato and

my surprise, more and more 
people said that they felt the 
same way, and that is how the 
committee was formed,” she 
related. 
The committee at first urged 
people not to sign petitions for 
an annexation election. When 
the petitions Qualified anyhow, 
the committee turned its atten­ 
tion to getting signers repre­ 
senting 51 per cent of the as­ 
sessed valuation in the property 
to protest, which would have 
blocked the election.
